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The Valley runs down through the centre of the town 
and on to the South Bay, immediately below the palatial 
Grand Hotel. At its seaward extremity it is spanned by 
the Cliff Bridge. 150 yards long a nd 50 feet above the roacl- 
way. This bridge was erected in 1827. The valley, which 
contains a beautiful Park, is also spanned by another bridge 
removed thither from York in 1865. 
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
